Indeed, I fhould ave been inex- 
cufable, in omitting this ; cot fiderirg the late Grant 
made by our Moft Gracious Sovereigo, of a Charter 
in order to the ereéting a Hofpital for receiving, 
maintaining, and ed deferted, or diftrefled 
Children. “But it ty nor enough, that we have done 
well, if we do mot perfevere ia ſo doing. The Chi- 
tities lately fer up, will very quickly fail down, if we 
do not vouchfafe to look into their Managemen, and 
keep thofe Streams flowing, by which they are to 
tminifter to the Diftre fles of the bo potent, of the Infirm. 
There is no Nation under Heave more remarkable 
for ——* Compaffion, than tic Englib ; and I nope, 
we thall be always as ambirious of fupporiing our Re- 
putation in this Refpeét, as in any other. Ir may 
pofiibly bappen, thac when a Man * performed all 
thele good Offices as far as in his Power lies, he m 
have Time Ieft upon his Hands ; and if he has, his
